AFFAIRS IN GEORGETOWN

Fire Destroye the Boiler Room of the In-
dustrial Home Echoal.

lieatiag Apparatus Completely Wiped

L]

Out and Damage Placed at
2.0 —General News.

A fire was discoversd Saturday evening. a
few minutes after 7:70 o'clock, in the boiler
room of the Industrial Home School, on 324
street extended, just south of the car sheds
of the Georgetown and Tenleytown electric
railroad.  An alarm was tarned In from
box 728 to which the cngines responded,
the scene of the «ire heing fully a mile
from the engine house and all the way a
steep up grade, making the run exceeding-
Iy hard on the horses.

Befure the arvival of the engines the old-
er chiidren of the school formed a bucket
brigade and did what they could to extin-
guish the flames, while the yvounger ones
wers removed to a place of safety. The
boller room adjoins the main bullding on
the east, being a one-story structure. For
a time the flames threatened to communi-
cidte to the main building, but the fire was
extinguished without any material damage
to any other portion of the home than the
bailer house. The damage is placed at
&L, not eovered by insurance, so it is re-
ported by the police. The origin of the fire
is unknown.

The Columbian Unlversity has just com-
pleted.an arrangement for o very important
and gratifving addition to itsalready vary
thorough course on compariative jurispru-
dence fn Its school of comparative juris-
prudence amd diplomacy. Mr. Edward H.
Strobel, L. B., who ls the “Bemis pro-
fessor” of International law at Harvard
University, has been engaged to deliver
two special series of lectures before this
school, one on the jurlsprudence of Franee
in the early part of February, and the
f;l]u-_ill' on the jurlsprudence of Spain during
April

Mr. Strobel's experience has been such
a4s tu give him & pecullur fitness for han-
ling these subjecls, having been third as-
sistant secretary of state during President
Cleveland's second administration, and also
secretary of the United States legation at
Mudrld.
